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If Litigation occurs, it is 
handled in traditional manner 
i.e., receive complaint, gather info 
assign and manage outside 
counsel and resolve dispute. 
However, the risk assessment will 
be obtained within 60 days 
from outside counsel and 
early dispute resolution will be 
considered for every matter 
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
